WASHINGTON, Fob. 27.—Prior to 10 


o'clock this nioruiug, admission to tho 
eapitol was refused to all savo members 
of tho two Houses o[ Congress and their 
employes, but at that hour tho doors wore 
thrown open to persons holding tickets 
to tho memorial services to the late 
James A. Garlield, and soon the gallancs 
of tho IIouso woro filled to their utmost 
eipacity, a largo majority of tho specta- 
tors being ladies who, out of respect to 
Iho occasion, had for tho most part dis- 
carded blight colors; aud sombre black 
was the prevailing hue. Thero -were.no. 
signs of mourning in tho hcU. A fall 
length portrait of the late 1'rcsidout was 
hung just back of tho chairs of tho pro- 
siding 
officers,

House were early in attendance, all being 
arrayed in black. In the lobby back of 
. tho speaker's desk the Marine baud was 


stationed, and at intervals from 10 o'clock 
until noon, discoursed solemn music. 
Among the distinguished guests first to 
arrive wero Judge Bancroft Davis, C. W. 
Field and Admiral Wordon, who took 
seats directly iu front of. the clerk's desk, 
Among the guests who at an early hour 
occupied seats upon the floor were Gen- 
eral Schenek and Governors Hoyt, of 
Pennsylvania, Foster, of Ohio, Hamilton, 
of Maryland, and Bigelow, of Connecti- 
cut. At 11:30 Generals Sherman, Sheri- 
dan, Hancock, Howard and Meigs, and 
Admirals Ammen, Rogers and Bodgers 
entered, and were assigned seats to the 
left of the speaker's desk, and a few min- 
utes later tho members o£ tho diplomatic 
corps in ful! regalia were ushered in, 
headed by the Hawaiian minister as dean 
of the corps. Their brilliant costumes

Tho Supreme 


court of the district, headed by Marshal 
Henry, were tho next arrivals. Dr. Bliss 
was also in attendance. Mrs. Elaine oc- 
cupied a front seat m tho gallery, reserv- 
ed for friends of tho President. At pre- 
cisely 12 o'clock the House was called to 
order by Speaker Koifcr and prayer was 
offered by tho chaplain. The speaker 
then said: 
This day has been dedicated by the 


action of the two Houses of. Congress to 
services in commemoration of the life 
and death of James Abram Garfiolcl, 
late President of the United States. 
This House is now assembled and ready- 
to perform ita part. 


The resolutions setting apart to-day 


for the memorial services were then read 
by Clerk McPherson. 
At 12:10 the 


Senate was announced, and all rose. The 
Senators, headed by the officers ot that 
body, entered and took their assigned 
seats. They wore followed by the chief 
justice and ussociata judges of the su- 
preme court, dressed in their robes of 
office. Again tho assembled multitude 
arose as tho President of tho United 
States and his Cabinet woro announced, 
They wore accompanied by tho Senator 
Sherman aud Representative MoKinley, 
chairmen of the committee o:a arrange- 
ments.

The Land of Oranges. 


The State of Florida raised this year 


over 50,000,000 oranges, and this was a 
short crop. I asked Dr. Harris, the 
Speaker of the House, to-night, what 
the crop would be five years from now, 
and lie answered: "At least five times 
that much, or 250,000,000!" 
'«And five 


years later?" "Ah! figures fail for that 
compilation," he said, laughingly. I 
have seen nothing in print that gives an 
adequate idea ol the immensity of the 
culture. In the old days orange-grow 
ing was a fancy pursuit, indulged-in 
here and there. A grove ot 505 trees 
was then a large one. The finest grove 
in Florida is the Specr grove, nearhere, 
which covers six acres and has 580 trees. 
The next best is the Hart grove, at Pa- 
latka, which has 700 trees. The first is 
worth 
§10,000, and yields 
350,000 


oranges, worth on the trees $15 a thou- 
sand. The crop this year (a short year), 
sold for $4,000 on the trees. The Hart 
grove is worth $00,000, and yields about 
$0,000 a year. The only reason that 
those groves are so valuable is that the 
trees arc about forty years old, and in 
full bearing. Now, Mr. Markham, at 
Atlanta, has near the Spcer grove, with 
its 580 trees, a grovo of 600 young trees 
just "coming in," as they call it. His 
son, Marcellus, has 2,000 trees, of which 
only 000 are bearing, and Judge Hfty- 
den a grove of 2,000 trees just bearing 
their iirst fruit. 
General Sanford a 


grove of 8,000 young trees. Mr. W. 
1. Tray wick, of Macon, a grove of 3,000 
trees. 
From these figures, samples 


of hundreds of others, it will bo seen 
that 
orange planting for the past 


few 
years 
has 
been 
a 
busi- 


ness on a large scale instead of a 
fancy, as formerly. For example, Mr. 
Markham's grovo will produce ten 
times as many oranges as are produced 
by the Spoor grove, now the finest in 
the State. 
General Sanford's grove 


alone will now produce more oranges 
than are now produced in a radius of 
eight miles, which has 392 groves. 
Or, 


to- make it plainer, Sanford is the center 
of the largest orange-producing portion 
of the State. In a radius of eight miles

Judge Hayden 100,000 from a grovo 
that in four years will produce 1,000,- 
000; General Sanford, 50,000 from a 
grove that in six years will produce 
2,000,000; and so on through the list. 
In addition to the accessions from these 
groves coming in, the groves now bear- 
ing will increase their yield annually 
for many 3'cars, as the full fruitage of a 
tree is not reached under twenty years. 
In addition to this thero are thousands 
of new trees being put out annually 
that in live or ten years will add millions 
to the crop. It will be seen, therefore, 
that the estimate of 250,000,000 oranges 
as the crop for 1887, is a very reason- 
able one. Indeed, U may just as likely 
be twice that much. In ten years it 
will certainly be 500,000,000, with in- 
definite expansion beyond that point.— 
Florida Letter.

A Remarkable Decision. 


The relations between Mutual Aid As- 


sociations and their members have long 
furnished material for disputes and mis- 
understandings between members 'and 
associations, and as notwithstanding the 
failure of many of those institutions 
they are still multiplying in numbers if 
not in strength, any decision in regard 
to tho legal rights of their members will 
be read with interest. A case has re- 
cently come up in the1 United States 
District Court at Kcokuk, which involves 
the construction of a single word, and 
awaiting the decision of which nearly 
seven thousand dollars hung trembling 
in the balance. The history of the case, 
previous to its appearance in the court, 
is as follows: 


Dr. P. H. Worlcy, of Davenport, died 


:in October, 188.1, without making a 
will. Among his papers were t«ro poli- 
cies of insurance issued by the North- 
western Masonic Aid Association, which 
contracted to pay the devisees of the 
decedent certain sums therein named 
within thirty days after his death—the 
aggregate upon tho two certificates 
being $0,799.55. Philip II, elder son 
of deceased, and administrator of the 
estate, presented tho claim to the 
association, which declined to pay it 
on the ground that the certificates 
called for payment to the devisees of tho 
deceased, and there was no proof that 
he was a devisee; and holding that he 
was not, as administrator, entitled to 
receive the money—and furthermore 
submitted that the grant of letters of 
administration on his estate to the 
plaintift would not bind the devisees or 
legatees of the last will of the deceased 
if such will should be provetl,-to exist, 
nor would'a payment to plaintiff as ad- 
ministrator protect the defendant from 
liability to such devisees or legatees if 
any such should prove to be. The 
plaintiff demurred to the defendant's 
answer, and the case was before court 
upon the demurrer. 


After the hearing of the case Judge 


Love decided that the insurance com- 
pany was not responsible for the pay- 
ment of the money to any persons ex- 
cept the devisees, and as the insured 
had died intestate there were no devi- 
sees and consequently the money could 
not be recovered from the company. 


The case has been appealed to the 


Supreme Court of the United States, 
and its decision will be looked for with 
interest. —Iowa State Register:

How Church-Tower Clocks Arc Wonnt. 


Tho oldest tower-clock in New York is 


in St. Paul's steeple. It wfis made in 
1778, by John Thwait, of Ldndon. , The 
clock in St. John's Church was put in 
the tower in 1812. The Trinity clock-was 
placed in its lofty station, 200 feet from 
the pavement, in 1846, by James Eogers. 
In dry weather this clock runs well; but 
in damp, chilly weather it sometimes 
stops, owing to the precipitation of mois- 
ture on the wheels. Originally two men 
were required to wind it, each of the 
three 1,500-pound weights having to be 
lifted over fifty feet. Some time ago the 
winding gear was changed so that ono 
man can now wind it, 


Describing tho operation of winding, 


the clock-keeper said: "The crank is 
about twenty inches long, and when I 
turn it around I make a sweep of thirty 
inches. It's a good deal harder than 
turning a grindstone, but the machine 
has a rachet, so that I can stop and rest 
when I want to. Tho crank has to be 
turned 750 times to turn the barrel 
twenty-one times. Around the barrel is 
wound tho wire rope that holds tho 
1,500-pound weight. The weight is sim- 
ply a box with pieces of iron in it. That 
is very old-fashioned. Now we have iron 
weights so modeled that they can be 
added to or subtracted from, and the 
weight can bo graded to a nicety. A 
now wire rope was put to tho chimes 
weight the other day. Tho rope is what 
is called tiller rope, and is 280 feet long 
and three-quarters of an inch thick. It 
takes me an hour and a half to wind up 
Hie clock."
